Subject. — Liberalisation of import policy for family planning instruments and equipments - 

No. 50-ITC(PN)/76.—In the context of furthering the national family planning pro¬ 
gramme, it has been decided to allow import of the following item|s by hospitals, medical 
institutions including nursing homes and registered medical practitioners without an import 
licence, provided the instruments arc required by the hospitals, medical institutions, nursing 
■homes and registered medical practitioners for their own use; 

(i) Laproscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

(ii) Culdoscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

(iii) Hysteroscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

(iv) Vacuum suction apparatus and spare parts thereof. 

2, The following paragraph may accordingly be deemed to have been inserted as sub¬ 
para (k) in para 1 (ii) of Appendix 52 of the Import Trade Control Policy Red Book 
((Volume I) for the period April 1976—Mardn, 1977:— 

“(k) hospitals, medical institutions including nursing homes and registered medical 
practitioners can import the following family planning equipments, provided 
the same are required for their own use:

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(1) Laproscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

(i]) Culdoscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

(iii) Hysteroscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

(jv) Vacuum suction apparatus and spare parts thereof.”

Subject.— Facilities for direct import of raw materials, components etc. without the 
requirement of import licence by research and development units—Import Policy 
for April, 1916—March, 1971. 

No, 5l/rrC(PN)/76.—Attention is invited to para 188 of Section I of the Import Trade 
Control Policy Red Book (Vol. T) for the period April, 1976—March, 1977, in terms of 
which research and development institutions recognised by Department of Science and 
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Technology are allowed to import raw materials, components and spares, scientific instru¬ 
ments, equipments, apparatus, appliances etc. upto a value of Rs, one lakh per annum 
without an import licence. 

2. On a review of the position it has been decided to substitute the aforesaid para 188 
of Section 1 of the Red Book (Volume I) for the period April 1976—March, 1977, by the 
following paragraph: 

“All research and development institutions either in government or private sector 
and research and development units which are recognised by the Depart¬ 
ment of Science and Technology, all government research institutions under 
Central or a State government, universities, llTs, including research labora¬ 
tories/institutions of Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
Indian Council of Agricultural Research, Indian Council of 

Medical Research, and Indian Institutes of Science, Bangalore and 

Indian School of Mines, Dhanbad and other similar scientific agencies of the 
Central or a state government research and/or training institutes under the 
central/state governments (other than public sector undertakings) will be 
allowed to import raw materials, components and spare parts, scientific instru¬ 
ments, equipments, apparatus and appliances etc. upto a value of Rs, 1.00 lakh 
per annum without an import licence, subject to the condition that the items 
of raw materials, components and spares, scientific instruments, equipments 
etc. are required for research and development purposes and a declaration 
to this effect is furnished by th e importing research and development units 
at the time of clearance of goods through the customs indicating the value of 
imports made by the units and the balance available under this facility, These 
facilities will, however, not be available to the colleges and other institutions. 
Application^ for import of scientific instruments, equipment, raw materials 
etc. for value exceeding Rs, one lakh for research purposes, may continue to 
be made to Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, through the 
Department of Science and Technology in the case of units recognised by 
that Department and through the sponsoring authority in the case of others. 1 ' 

3. The following amendments shall also be deemed to have been made in Appendix 52 
of the Import Trade Control Policy Red Book (Vol. I) for the period April, 1976— 
March, 1977:— 

(1) The existing paras l(ii)(a) & (b) may be deemed to have been substituted by 

the following: 

“(a) hospitals or medical institutions can import drugs and medicines upto a 
c.i.f. value of Rs'. 10,000.00, at any one time for their own use. 

(b) hospitals or medical institutions can import medical including surgical, optical, 
dental instruments, apparatus and appliances, replacement parts and acces¬ 
sories thereof and dental material, permissible for import under Import 
Trade Control policy, in force, at the time of importation upto a c.i.f. value 
of Rs, 25,000,00, at any one time, for their own use. 

(2) The existing sub-p‘ara (e) in para 1 (ii) may be deemed to have been substituted 

by the following: 

“Scientific instruments, equipments, apparatus and appliances, whether electronic or 
electricity operated or otherwise, replacement parts thereof and components 
required for the construction of scientific instruments, equipments, apparatus 
and appliances, whether electronic, or electrically operated or otherwise and 
raw materials required fdr research and development and declared as such, 
by Research and Development units recognised by the Department of Science 
and Technology, Government of Tndia, New Delhi, all government research 
institutions under Central or a State government, universities, Indian Institutes 
of Technology, research laboratories/institiitions of Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, Indian Council of Agricultural Research, Indian Council 
of Medical Research and Indian Institute of Science, Bangalore and Indian 
Sthool of Mines, Dhanbad for their own ujse upto a value not exceeding 
Rs. one lakh {c.i.f.) in a financial year. The importer shah give a declara¬ 
tion to the customs authorities at the time of clearance indicating the c.i.f. 
value of such goods already imported in the same year. It shall also be obli¬ 
gatory on the part of the importer to inform the Department of Science and 
Technology, Government of India, New Delhi, within 30 days of the clearance 
of the good's through customs, the particulars of the goods imported." 
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(3) The following new sub para (j) may be deemed to have been inserted after the 
existing sub-para (i) in para 1 (ii) of the aforesaid appendix 52:— 

“(j) scientific instruments, equipments, apparatus and appliances, whether elec¬ 
tronics or electrically operated or otherwise, replacement parts thereof and 
and components, required for construction of scientific instruments, equip¬ 
ments, apparatus and appliances, whether electronics or electrically operated 
or otherwise by technical and research institutions or government research 
and analytical laboratories including colleges andi other institutions not 
covered by sub-clause (e), technical and educational institutions recognised 
by University Grants Commission/Ministry of Education and also includ- 
ding engineering, medical and agricultural colleges, both government and 
private, for their own use, provided the c.i.f. value of such goods imported 
at any one time shall not exceed Rs. 5,000.00 or shall not exceed 
Rs. 25,000.00 in one lot per annum, subject to the condition that if the 
second alternative is preferred then at the time of clearance, the importer 
shall give a declaration to the customs authorities to the effect that he has 
not and shall not avail of the facility of importing these articles upto 1 
Rs. 5,000,00, in value, at any one time, during the same financial year.”
